The shooting was iii the kitchen j 
at the Paxton home, 
where

young man and his father, M. C. 
Henderson, resided. 
No one was 
at the house at the time excepting 
the young man, Mrs. Paxton having 
gone to a nearby grocery 
On re­ 
turning to the house with Mr. Pax­ 
ton’s sister, Mrs. Maggie Simmons, 
the two women were startled to 
find tile body of Henderson lying 
prone on the 
floor 
with 
blood 
streaming from the self inflicted 
wound. 
The shooting had evidently oc­ 
curred very shortly before they ar­ 
rived as the victim of the deadly 
bullet was 
still 
breathing. 
Dr. 
Charles A. McNeil was hastily sum­ 
moned and arrived speedily, but 
nis s rvices were unavailing and 
death came to Henderson thirty 
minutes later. 
Exactly what prompted the deed 
is not known, but the disappear­ 
ance of $100 in money and a $100 
Liberty bond that had been left 
with W. P. Paxton for safe keep­ 
ing by his brother, James Paxton, 
may have had 
some 
connection 
with the suicide. 
Friday W. P. Paxton reported to 
the police that the money and Lib­ 
erty bond was missing and inform­ 
ed the officers that a young man 
named Harry Davis, of Sixth street 
and Marvin avenue, had been at his 
home in company with Earl Hen­ 
derson, 
Paxton’s 
brother-in-lawc 
The officers were informed Davis 
left the house rather suddenly. 
Davis was questioned by the po­ 
lice relative to his reported action, 
after being taken to headquarters 
by Patrolman Charles Reams. 
He 
denied any implication in connec­ 
tion with the disappearance of the 
money, or bond, but is reported to 
have stated Saturday 
that 
Earl 
Henderson while the two were iii a 
bedroom Friday showed him 
a 
$100 Liberty bond and asked that 
he take it to some bank, or some­ 
where, and get it 
cashed.
